Whether Mr. Rhoades is right will not
appear finally until a caze has been made
and submitted to the ecourts, If the
courts ghould sustain his view, then the
way would be opened for restrictive
legislation. Then would come the bigger
problem of finding the proper basis or
standdrd scale for fixing rents.

WHEN WILL LABOR ITSELF
SPURN ITS RED BETRAYERS?

Each Day's News Development Plles Up
Evidence That Evil Counsels Are Un-
dermining the Structure of Industry

CLTOW," angrily demanded Walker D.
Hines, the most patient of all
directors general of railroads, “are you
going to deal with labor unions? They
do not keep their agreements and they
will not obey even their own leaders!”

That outburst of wrath came unex-
pectedly from an official whose subordi-
nates, down to the wvery switchmen,
firmly desire him to be seen and not
heard.

Columng of criticism could not more
cRarly express the indictment that rests
agninst the wreckers within the Federa-
tion of Labor, nor c¢ould a two-hour
speech better suggest the desperate |
plight of American trades unionism
under the red invasion.

If the various units in the allied
armies were to have gone wandering off
on wild adventures of their own, the
Germans would have eaten them up on
an easy march to world deminion.

That is precisely what many of the
big affiliated unions are deing as they
are Russianized one by one and led off to
disorganized guerrilla enterprises by
furtive lunatics who still believe that
they can upset the world,

If trades unionism in this country
isn't to be utterly debauched aund dis-
graced and rendered futile the Federa-
tion of Labor will have to invest heavily
in rat poison.

It will have to be swiftly deloused,

It iz being betrayed and doomed to
disintegration by a new crop of amateur
prophets,

Seventy big strikes nre on in the
United States, Sixty-two of them were
precipitated against the orders of the
federation officials,

The furious blast of excoriation that
Gompers wired to the striking dock work-
ers of "New York, who are out star-
gazing on an emotional jag at the heels
of discredited agitators, carried a note
of desperation. The astute chief of the
federation has been fighting & purely de-
fensive action, retreating, waiting for
his Marne and obviously convineed that
the disorganired hordes into which his
organization is breaking will return
soaner or later with the hard-bought
wisdom of prodigals.

But the evil has already been accom-
plished, The red invaders of the Federa-
tion of Labor are the first good friends
that the remaining mandarins of indus-
try have had since Roosevelt turned the
unwelcome light upon them.

A month ago the people of this country
were disposed to look doubtfully upon
the obdurate Mr. Gary and his nssociates,
Had the steel workers followed a sane
course and gone along without the
dreamers and rioters and seditionists
there would certainly have been some
general questioning of the policies insti-
tuted by the Steel Corporation in the
mill country about Pittsburgh.

Public opinion insures fair play sooner
or later, The country might have
blamed Mr, Gary for refusing to treat
with the unions,

But Foster appeared on the scene. He
brought a floeck of amateur revolution-
ists, crazed with undigested theory. The
ragtag and bobtail of the slums followed
him. Neurasthenics and assassing trailed
along later with their bomb-making ma-
chinery in suit cases, established them-
selves in cellars and orated in the name
of the Federation of Labor. The goldiers
at Gary uncovered machinery devised for
deliberate murder by mail. And all of
the wretched and disgraceful business
was done in the name of the steel strikers
and in the name of the federation!

It was easy then for Mr, Gary, Dis-
closures at the Senate hearings and at
Pittsburgh and Gary made it plain that
the Steel Corporation actually was fight-
ing something new and big and ugly, and
that the igsue of unioniem was a minor
incident of the conflict.

Foster and his aides, the men who or-
ganized the Boston police strike, those
who called out the New York longshore-
men against the orders of the federation
couneil have all helped equally to wdaken
the trades union cauge before the high
court of public opinion in America. And
the only ones who have profited by the
newer radical leadership in the unions
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their own forces, Had they been paid
destroyers they could not have done
gronter havoe in organized labor,

It is only necessary to listen to John
H. Maurer, head of the Pennsylvania
State Federation, to perceive that the
confusion in the federation is not due
solely to economic illiterater with long
hair. Mr., Maurer has sl=o lost his head.
He has been informing the world that
there will be a call for n conference of
trades unionists in this state early in
November, with a view to (lscussing a

Were we to have a lnwyers' party or
a doctors' party would Mr, Muurer laugh
derisively or make speeches charging
treason and hrutal class selfishness?

The public interest fs above
other interest in the United States and
that is why no politieal purty can survive
that doeg not have at lenst the outward
semblance of a gonern!l and patriotic
purpose, Yet Mr. Maurer has sdlemnly
expresged i desire for a lnbor party and
he, too, talks in the mamoe of the Federa-
tion of Labor.

Any working muan or woman who re-
gards the federation as a necessary
agency for cconomic cquilibrium must
look with dismay and despair at the de-
vastation being wrought in the organiza-
tion by ignorant and excited men whao
still believe that a minority can dictate
to free people.

The disclosures and evidences
now obtainable o dide make it
pretty elear that organized labor is fre-
quently misled in local movements hy
men whosd aim is not bhetter working
conditions but revolution

What will the intelligent nnd conserva-
tive members of the federation do when
they finally realize that their organiza-
tion is being to disgrace and
wieckage by a few fanatics who toil only
with gab?

GERMANY'S NEW WAR

UT of the obscurities of the Baltie

situation two facts stand out unpleas-
antly clear. The Germans in the Riga
region have repudiated the peace treaty
and the Entente has failed to adopt suffi-
ciently foreible methods to bring the
Berlin government to its senses,

The immediate vecall of General von
der Goltz, whose troops, acting in con-
cert with alleged “Russinns," have im-
periled the existence of the Lettish and
Esthonian republies, is not enough. War
is revived along the RBaltic shores in
flagrant mockery of the judgments of
Paris,

The indications that junker elemonts
in Germany are resolved to offset with
force in the east what they have lost in
the west are profoundly disturbing.

More than a weck ago the Entente
threatened to restore the blockade of
Germany unless the armistice and treaty
conditions regarding Courland were ob-
served. It jg stated now that the “entire
Baltic coast is virtually blockaded.” The
inndequacy of this measure is revealed in
the continuance of the dishonorable fight-
ing.

Are the Yictors in the world war afraid
of Germany in her present condition or
are the Paris diplomatists waiting for
Mr. Hoover to appear and tell them what
to do, as in the case of the Hapsburg
manifestation in Hungary?

To the lay mind it seems that the en-
forcement of fa drastic hlockade against
Germany would solve the problem forth-
with.

HERE wis a period in our history, sev-

ernl yoars ago, when we wer: mnch taken
with a certain restaurant in New York down
on Fulton street, and whenever we found
ourself in the Bagdud-on-the-Subway we
used to go there for luneh, In this place,
which wax n French table d'hote, there was
a genial uproar when the harassed tribes of
Manhattun were busy over thelr midday
soup and varnished chicken and a very thin
and sour vintage of red wine which was
servedd 'comproee.’' To this delightful place,
a8 we thought it, we would ocensionnlly hale
friends and nequaintances. The yeal reason
for our affection toward the pluee was that
we had been taken there (at the very outset
of our Grub @treet existence) by a distin-
gulshed editor who (we thought) was goiug
to offer us a job on his paper. But, after n
plensant meal, through which we sat in a
state of beaming and embairossed expect-
uney, the editor did ne sueh thing, but ad-
viged us heartily to get a good job cleaning
the streets or something of that sort. At
any rate, he pald for the lunch, and nny
ploce where & menl has been bought for us
i always sacred in our memory.

Well, one of the gentlemen we took to this
place was a delightful literary man, of a
shrewdly observant turn, who has since gone
abroad to live. And what is our horror, on
picking up a recent issue of s London
weekly, to find that our much cherished
resort is deseribed by him in the most seath-
ing terms. He even goes so far ns to make
some dreadful assePtions about the oceasion
when we lunched there together, This is
what he says: '

Some years ago I was asked to lunch In
New York at a restaurant In the neigh-
borhood of Wall street—one of those places

at perilous angles by Irritable and dis-
tracted walters. It has always seemed to
me an 'example of the great docllity of the
Amerjcansg and thelr slavery to cusiom
that men should consent to go day after
day for yeara to such caves of nolse and
fumes and half-warm food, when they
might have & aandwich in peace on a strest
corner. My host was & Iarge florid young
man, rather ample In movement for the
place, who lopked as if he might have selzned
the restaurant in his arms and swung it
noross the river to the Brooklyn side.

1t feems to us, speaking with juet a faint
sccent of pained repropch, that our friend
haw been s little unkind. The London New
Witnesa, in ‘which his article agppears, is the
weekly edited by Mr. Chesterton; it is read
by many very nice and refined people; it
doesn’t seem to us fair to put us in wrong
with those people by insinuating that we
groan and—well, the other thing—while we
eat; and as for the flying spindrift of soup,
we don't remember any of it. “Of conurse, the
next time our friend comes over here we
shall know better than to take him to any
of our favorite hash-counters. We will
have a couple of sandwiches done up in
falr white shelf-paper, with tha secalloped
edge folded outward, and we will take him
up to the front steps of the Academy of the
Fine Arts, where we cun sit*in peace,
